Dear Councilman Nuckols: 

As you may be aware, the recent passage of the Home Rule 
Legislation has changed the process of selection of the Commissioners 
of the Redevelopment Commissions in Indiana including the Fort Wayne 
Redevelopment Commission. Since the estabilshment of the Fort Wayne 
Redevelopment Commission in 1959, CommissionersHiave been appointed to 
one year terms by a Board of Trustees. (The five Trustees were named 
by the Mayor (2), City Council (2) and the Circuit Court Judge (1). However, 
the new legislation has abolished the Board of Trustees and shifted the 
responsibility for naming the Commissioners to the Mayor and City Council. 

As you can see from the copy of the legislation, which I have attached, the 
Mayor now appoints three (3) of the Commissioners and City Council appoints 
two (2). 

The Redevelopment Commissioners serve one (1) year terms 
beginning on January 1st of each year. They must be at least eighteen (18) 
years of age and be a resident of the City of Fort Wayne. 

The Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission is currently made up of 
five (5) dedicatedandenergetic leaders from various segments of the Community. 
The current Commissioners have contributed a combined total of forty (40) 
years of service to the redevelopment of Fort Wayne. The Commissioners 
and their beginning dates of service are:
